ASSOCIATE DEAN NAMED TO CONTINUING ED. 

Leon LeBuffe has been named to the new 
position of associate dean of the Center 
for Continuing Education. An assistant 
professor of history, Leon has been 
director of the Center's Summer Programs. 
He will continue to carry out his duties 
with the summer programs as well as his 
new; responsibilities for the Washington 
Area Demonstration Project. 

He will also be assisting the dean, 
Tom Mayes, in designing, planning and 
implementing major programs and projects 
including the development of special 
materials for the basic education of 
deaf adults.

SCHOLARSHIP AID BILL PASSED 
- The state of Maryland has passed a bill 
which will provide scholarship assistance 
to teachers of the deaf. Residents of 
the state of Maryland who are senior 
undergraduate students and candidates for 
master's degrees in the education of the 
hearing impaired can apply for one of 
thirty scholarships to be awarded annually. 
Each recipient after receiving certifi- 
cation must teach in a school for the 
deaf, a public school program or a state 
approved non-public school program for 
hearing impaired persons in the state for 
a minimum period of one year for each 
year's scholarship.
